The  birth  rate  has  risen  slightly  and  does  in  fact 
compare  favourably  with  the  rate  for  the  County  but  regrettably 
there  were  3 infant  deaths. 

The  one  maternal  death  occurred  in  hospital  and  was 
both  unfoiseeable  and  unavoidable. 

You  will  note  that  the  numbers  of  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria,  and  vaccination  against  small  pox  hove  fallen  compared 
with  previous  years.  In.  order  that  the  majority  of  children  and 
adults  may  continue  to  be  protected  against  these  two  former 
scourges,  it  is  important  that  these  numbers  be  restored  in 
future  o 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  dysentery  or  food- 
poisoning  during  the  year,

and  members  of  the  Council  and  to  all  fellow  officers  who  have 
indeed  been  of  such  great  help  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report .
